Chancellor Day notified the police of the double killing. 


Prof. Beckwith was the head of the eligibility committee of 
the College of Business Administration. Beckwith has been 
unpopular with the students in the college. Last Fall a peti- 
tion for his removal was prepared by the students. Chancel- 
lor Day said it was impossible to learn whether this petition 
was presented. 


Chancellor Day issued the following statement: "It is 


evident, that Prof. Beckwith killed himself. He was probably 
insane. He complained of unjust'treatment accorded him 
in 


being dismissed at the end of the year. From the appearance 
of Dean Wh'arton's chair, which was a stout chair, he 
had 


raised it in an effort to prevent the 
attack. He was shot 


through the head. Beckwith shot himself through the chest. 
He was also stabbed in the chest to make death sure."
